I'o Hon. Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Navy :

Sir : I have to report that the expedition to Cape
Hatteras Inlet bas resalted io a sigoal vietory over the
rebels. The capture of two forts 2 cannon and one
thousand stand of arms, seven bundred and Liteen pris-
oners, amongst whom are Captain Sumuel Barrop,
Lieutenant Sharpe and Ur. Wyatt M. Browuoe, all late
of the United States Navy, aud Major Andrews and
other officers, late ot the United States Army.

The amount of loss on their side is not exaetly known.
Five are ascertained to bave been buried, and eleven
wounded are on board (s vesscl. Many were carried
away. Lieut. Murdough, late of the United States
Navy, is among the number, with the loss of an arm.
We met with no casuaity of any consequeuce whatever.
1 Lie surrender was unconditional.  For all particulars
I beg to refer to the report of Flag Officer Silas H.
Stringham, and Major Gezeral Bepjamin F. Butler.

Although the Adelaide and George Peabody were
chartered for other especial service, yet, to further im-
portapt operatioos, I cousented to take the troops on
board from Newport News ard Fortress Monroe—nine
bundred men, with arms, provisions and munitions of
war—and laoded part of them, about three buundred,
amidst a heavy surl, until the boats filled and become
unmanageable. The men-of-war bauled in, and com-
menced a heavy cannonade, at a guarter past 10 A. M.,
on the 281b, and kept it up at inervals all day, aud re-
commencing oun the 29th, at guarter past eight, with
increased «fl-ct. The enemy’s reinforcements endeavor-
ing to land—a thousand or fifteen hundred men—they
were driven back, and at 11:30 they displayed a flag of
truce, and were forced to surrender at discretion.

Oun the appearance of the white flag I steamed irto
the inlet, and laid behind the fort, ready to throw the
remaining troops ashore, either in case of a commence-
ment or evssation of bostilities. ‘The George Peabody,
Lient. Lowry, did the same. At e surrender we offi-
ciated in the ceremonies, after which the prisoners were
brought to this vessel, and pext day, the 30th iust.,
piaced them on board the Mionesota, which vessel sail-
ed at 2.30 P. M. for New Yok, and we left for Ap-
napolis, with Major-Geperal Butler, United States
army, and the wounded prisoners.. I hope my endeav-
ours in the case may meet your lull approbation, and
beg to recommend to your consideration the conduct of
Licutepant Commanding R. B. Lowry, associated with
me in this work, and placed ip charge of the George
Peabody ; of Dr. Wm. M. Kiog, United States Navy,
who volunteered for the expedition. 1 have also receiv-
ed valuable assistunce from my corps of pilots, and from
Dr. O. Shellwagen and James Forsyth, who acted in
place of junior officers.

Sir : In obedience to your order I have the honor
herewith to turnich you a complete list of the wounded
prisoners taken at the suirender of Fort Hatteras.

The whole number is thirteen, and eleven of these
were trapsferred to this steamer by the order of Flag
Officer Silas H. Stringbam. The two remaining men
were found to be too seriously injured to permit of their
being moved, and were conseguently left in the fort in
the charge of a medical officer.

From the informaticn which I bave received from a
creditable source, 1 huve formed the opinion that many
of the wounned, and, perbaps, all the killed, were sent
on board the rebel steamers in the Svund prior to the
capitulation. Ooly two Kkilled were found, aud these
were discovered in the out-houses of Fort Clark the
fday of the evacuation of their work.

I understand from Sargeon Wyatt and Mr. Brown,
formerly of the United States navy, at present holding
a commission in the army of the Uonfederate States,
and in charge of the medical department of Forts Hat-
teras and lark, that ex-Lieutenant Murdough, of the
United States navy, was very badly injured, a fragment
of a shell atrikin{whin forearm and making & compound
fracture of both bones.

This gentleman escapeéd from Hatteras prior to the
surrender, in the privateer Winslow.

Willoughby Davis, aged 22, native of North Caroli-
na, Jonesborough Guards, iscerated flesh wound of in
slep, not serious.

Wiliiam E. Clark, aged 17, native of North Carolina
Tar River Boys, lacerated wound an inch and a half deep,
exteroal surface of opper joint of lower third of rigot
thigh. Doing well. )

James A. Uooney, aged 23, pative of North Carolina,
Par River Boys, deeply lacerated wound, involving de-
thoid mascle of left shouider ; quite serivug although the
joint is oot believed to be implicated. ! _

W. G. Andrews, of the Hawilton Guards—lacerated
wound, iofliciing tursus and metatarsus—left—-just
oozieg of blood. Serious. . ;

Matthias Tanoager, aged 23, of th North Carolioa
Defenders—contused wound of upper part of left breast

Sand | and neck—expectorzating blood ; not much constitutional

disturbance.

Logan Mills, aged 15, native of Nourth Carolina—
Lenoir Braves, slight flesh wound, of widdle third of
left lez, external surface.

Wilson J. Forbes, aged 27, native of North Carolina,
Jonesborough Guards—lacerated wound, about two and
ove-half inches long and three inches deep, upon part
of upper third of thigh, posterior surface.

Henry Hines, aged 25, pative of North ('arolina—
Lenoir Braves, seriously lacerated wound in the left side.

Ashley Keele, aged 25, a pative of North Carolina,
Hamilton Guards, lacerated wound in the left side.

_J ohn Mills, aged 18, native of North Carolina, Tar
River Boys, wound produced by a fragment of sheil,
occupying posterior aspect of forearm ; joint perhaps
implicated.

Mr. Gilbert Rogerson, native of North Carolina,
Roaooke Guards, contusion of right foot, considerable
swelling, but no fracture.

‘Francis Moering, aged 51, a pative of North Caroli-
na, {2u0ir Braves, right half of frontis, with a portion
of auterior lobe of brain, carried away by a piece of
shell ; wound mortal.

John Mooring, aged 18, a native of North Carolina,
Tar River Boys, composed and complicated fracture of
left arm, and compound fracture of left thigh ; wounds
mortal.

The above named men were placed under my care af
ter the surrender of Fort Hatteras, on the afternoon of
the 27ih inst. The injuries were caunsed by fragments
of shclis daring the bombardment of the fort, which not
ouly lacerated, but in mavy, if pot all the cases, burned
tie soft parts.

Report of Mi'jot-Gn!nerarButltr 1o M: Jor=Genernl

The following ig the report made by Gen. Batler :
U S Frac Seir MINNEsora, Aug. 30.

GENERAL : Agreeable to yoor orders I embarked on
the steamer Adelaide and George Peabody 500 of the |
20th Regimeut New York Voluoteers, Col. Weber
commanding ; 220 of the 9th Regiment New York
Volunteers, Col. Hawkins commanding ; 100 of the
Upion Coust Guard, Capt. Nixon comyrauding, and 60
of the U. S. Artillery, Lieat Larned commarding, asa
force to operate in conjunction with the fleet under Flag
Officer Stringham sgaiust the rebel torce at Hatteras
Inlet.

We left Fortress Monroe on Monday, the 26th inst.,
at 1 o'clock P. M. "lhe last ship of ~ur flect arrived
off Hatteras Inlet sbout 4 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon.
Such preparations us were pessible for the landing were
made in the evening, and at daylight pext moruing dis-
positions were made for an atiack on the forts by the
fleet, and for the landing of the troops.

Owing to the previons prevalence of Southwest gales
a heavy surf was breaking on the beach. Every effort
was made ¢ la: d the troups, and after about 315 were
lauded, including warives from the fleet and regulars,
both of tie guuboats on which we depended, were
swamped in the surf, and both tie fatboats stove, and
brave attempt being made by Lieut. Crosby, U. 8.
army, serving with the army as post captain at For-
tress Monroe, who had volunteered to come down with
the steam-tug Fanny, belonging to the army,  to land
in a boat from the war steamer Pawnee, resulted 1n the
veaching of the boat, so that she could not be got off.

It was impracticabie to land more troops becaunse of
the rising wind and sea. Fortunately a twelve pound
rifl d boatgun losved us I:g the flug-ship, and a twelve
pound howitzer were landed, the last slightly damaged.

Our landing was completely covered by the shells of
the Monticello and the Harriet Lane.

I was on board the Harriet Lane, directing the dis-
embarkation of the troops by means of signals, ard was
about landing with them at the time the boats were
stove. We were induced to desist from further attempts
at landing troops by the rising of the wind, and because
in the meantime the fleet had opened fire oo the nearest
fort, which was finally silenced and its flag strock. No
firiug had been opened upon our troops from the other
fort, and its flag was also struck.

Supposing this to be a sigsal of surrender, Colonel
Weber advunced his troops, already landed upon the
beach. The Harriet Lape, Captain Faunce, by my di-
rection, tried to cross the bar, to get into the smooth
water of the inlet, when a fire was opened upon the
Monticello, which bad proceeded in advance of us, from
the other fort. Several shots struck ber, but without
causing sny injury, as I am informed.

So well convineed 'were both the officers of the navy
and of the army that the forts bad surrendered at this
tie, thut the frigate Susquebanvah bad towed the fri-
gate Cumberland to an ofling. The fire was then re-
opened, as there was no signal from either, upon both
forts,

In the meantime & few men from the Coast Guard
bad sdvanced up the beach with Lieut. Creigel, who
was actling as volunteer aid, (and whose gallaniry and
services I wish to commend,) and tock possession of the
smaller fort, which was found to have been abaundoncd
by the enemy, and raised the A merican flag thereon.

It had become pecessary, owing to the threatening
appearance of the weather, that all the ships should
make an offiog, which was don: with reluctance, from
necessity, thus leaving the troops on the shore, part of
them in possession of the small fort, about 700 yards
from the large one, and the rest bivouacked on the
beach, near the place of landing, about two miles nerth
ol the forts.

Farly the pext morniog the Harriet Lane ran in shore
for the purpose of covering any attack upon the troops.
At the sawe time a large steamer was observed coming
down the sound inside the land with reinforcements for
the enemy, but she was prevented from lunding them by
Capt. Johnson, ol the Cvast Guard, who had placed the
two guos from the ships and the 6 pounder taken from
the evemy in a small sand battery and opened fire upon
the rebel steamer.

At 8 o'clock the fleet opened, fire again, the flag ship
being anchored as vear 88 the water permitted, and the
other ships coming gallantly into action. It was evi-
dent afier a few experiments that our shot fell short.
An increased length of fire was telegrapbed, and firing
was commenced with shells of fifteen seconds’ fuse.

I bad sent Mr. Fist, acting aid-de-camp, for the pur-
pose of gaining intelligence of the movements of the
troops and of the enemy. I then went with the Fauny
for the purpose of effecting a landing of the remainder
of the troops, when a white flag was run up from the
fort. I then went with the Faony over the bar into
the inlet. At the same tiwe the troops, uuder Colonel
weber, marched up the beach, and a signal was made
from the flag ship to cease firing.

As the steamer Faony rounded in over the bar the
rebel steamer Winslow went up the channel, having a
large nomber of secessic~ troops bn board which she
had not landed. We threw a shot from the Fanny, but
she proved to be out of range.

I then sent Lieut. Crosby on shorc to demand the
meaning of the white flag. The boat soon returned,
brioging Lient. Creigul with-the following communica-
tion frow Samuel Barron, late captsin in the United
Navy.

[Here follows the memoraidum from Capt. Barron,
a8 given below.]

Mr. Creigel also brought a verbal communication
from Ccmmodore Barron, etating that be bad io the
fort 615 men and a thousand more within an bours’s
call, but that be was anxious to spare the effusion of
bloed. To both the written and verbal communications
I made the reply which follows, and sent it by Lieut.
Crosby.

[Here follows the memorandum of Gen. Batler, also
given below.]

After waiuing three guarters of an hour, Lieat. Cros-
by returned, bringing with him Commodore Barroo,
Major Audrews acd Ool. Martin, of the rebel forces —
Upon beiog received on board the tug Fanny, they in-
formed me that they bad accepted the terms proposed
in the memorandum, and bad come to surrender them-
selves and their command as prisoners of war.

ANOTHER Am‘ NT OF THE EXPEDITION.

W asmINGTON, Sept. ;.-—'l‘he Navy &ervtmt. by
able and experieneed bave mmi studied the
whole line of our coast with a view to ing the best
use of such loree as it con:d secure. The expedition to
Hatterss Inlet was before the meetiog of Con-
gr:ss, and when that body placed the necessary funds at

made. As the co-operasion of the War Department was
necessary, other preliminaries requiring time were indis-
pensable, 80 that it was not until Monday, the 26th ult.,
that the expedition sailed. The snceess is perfect, and
every anticipation of the Department is realized.

Among the papers captured wasa press copy of a
letter from the late American Consul at Rio, Robert G.
Seott, giving a list of all the vessels leaving or to leave
that port durisg a month, with a full description of
their cargoes and destination. By ihis information the
rebel privateers knew just when and where to look for
the vessels, and six named in the list were captured.

The report of the engineer-in-chief of the Confederate
States was also among tho papers found. It stated
that all the good guns at Norfolk are expended ; also
the amount of fases.

Some band-made percussion caps were found, aed it
was ascertained that the copper bad been stripped Irom
one of the priz:s (the bark Linwood) to furnish meteri-
al for the manufacture of these caps. They were of
tolerably good quality.

Among the guos captured was a large ten-inch Co-
lambiad, from the Tredegar Works, Kichmond, which
bad not been mounted. ,

Our vessels took three prizes—one brig, the Henry .
Rodgers, of New York, aad two light-boats, belonging
to the Unpited States, but in the employment of tue
Confederates, with miscellaneous cargoes.

A geotieman copuected with the expedition reports
that the Fderal forees were landed and drawing up in
line on the beach, when it wag founa that there were 319
men upnder Col, Max Webber, of the New York 20th
regiment. At this time the wind raised a little, and it
was found impossible to land more troops. Pickets
were immediately posted, under command of Lieut. Led-
der, of the regulars.

A scouting party, under Lieat, Col. Weiss and Lieuat.
Creigel, procetded up the beach, capturing ove brass
field piece und a borse. The force then advanced to
Fort Ciark, which bad been evacuated, bat they were
compriled to retire again, owing to the shells fired from
the fleet falling therein, and they marched back to the
place of landing, where they bivouacked for the night.

Early vext morping tiey again retarned, and the
fleet commeneed bombarding the second fort, ealled Fort
Hatteras, which soon after displsyed the white flag, and
the fort wes entered by Capt. Nixon, of the Union
Coast Guard ; Licut. Creigel, of General Batler’s staff,
and Sergeant Daivoge. They were condacted to the
tent of Commodore Barron, the eommander of the Con-
federate forces.  Atter some preparatory and common
place remarks, the commodore placed in the hands of
Lieut. Creigel the following propositions, which te im-
mediately carried to Gep. Batler :

MEMORANDUM.

Flag Officer Samuel Barron, C. S. Navy, oflers to
surtender Fort Hatteras, with all the arms and muai-
tions of war. ‘The officers be allowed to go out with
side arms, and the men withoat arms to retire.

GEN. BUTLER'S REPLY,

The following reply of Gen. Batler was dispalched by
Captuin Crosby, U. 8. N,, and Licut. Creigel :

Fort Hatreras, Avg. 29, 1861.

Memorandvm : Benjamin F. Butler, Major Genveral
commanding United States Army, in reply to the com.
muuication of Samuel Barron, commanding forces at
Fort Hutteras, cannot admit the teyms proposed. The
terms offired are these :

Full capitulation, the officers and men to be treated
as prisoners of war. No other terms admissible, Com-
manding cfficers to meet on board flag ship Minnesota
to arrance details,

On the reception of this, the Commodore called a
council of war of bis field officers, and sccepted the
terms cffired, when they proceeded to the flag ship to
arrange the details.

The prisoners were then put on board the flag ship
Minnesota and the fort taken possession of. The stars
and stripes were hoisted from the fort by Capt Croshy,
of the U. S. N., and Lieut. Creigel, amid the cheers ot
the troops and the booming of the cannon lately in the
pessession of the enemy.

GEN WOOL CONGRATULATES THE TROOPS.

Gen. Wool on Saturday issued the following :

The Commanding General has the great satisfaction
of announcing a giorious victory, achieved by the com-
bined operatious ol the army aud navy at Cape Hatter-
as Inlet, North Carolina, under the command of Com-
modore Stringham and Major-General Butler. The
result of the gallant enterprise is the capture of 730
men under the command of Commodore Barron, and
one of the North Carolina ecabinet, ose thousand stand
of arms, seventy-five kegs of powder, five stand of col-
ours, thirty-oue pieces of eannon, including one ten inch
Columbiad, a brig loaded with cotton, and a brig loaded
with provisious and stores, and one bundred and filty
bags of coffee.  All of which exploits were achieved by
the army and navy, 800 volunteers and GO0 regulars of
the command.

The gallant affair will not fail to stimulate the regu-
lars and the volunteers to greater exertions to prepare
themselves for future and greater achievements,

Editor of the Disputch— Dear Sir :—Qun T'ursday the
27th iustant, information reached us that a large fleet
of some 13 war vessels were anchored ff Fort Hatteras
This was also officially communicated to Licut. Colorel
Johnson, commandiog the forees on Porismouth, witk a
Aispatch to bring up all his availabie men immediately.
Johnson baving fhade all preparatiogs tor leaving with
his command, requested our gallant Captain, W. 'I.
Muse, to couvey & portion of them up for him, which
our kind captain immediately and courteously granted.
Accordingly the troops, consisting of the “ W ashington
Grays,” capt. Sparrow, the “ Hertlord Light Infaotry,”
capt. Sharp, the “ Morria Guards,” capt. Gilliam, and
the “ Tar River Boys,” capt., or ratticr now, col. John-
son, were embarked soon as possible.  Aliter weighing
anchor, we moved cheerily ahead urder the control of
our scientific engineer, W bomsley, and all seemed happy
as & marriage belle, The day which was 10 realize our
hopes of a battle bad now arrived, and we were ali more
than anxious to reach Hatteras, and participate iu the
action, and to relieve the devoted band who must, by
this time, be bearing tpe rude sheek of wsr. Who
could lock upon the brave spd d:termined set of men
with us and doubt the jssue? Everywhere was seen
smilicg faces and bappy countenances. Would to God !
that the coming morrow had brought no change upon
those brouzed and manly cheeks ; but the Ruler of All
Things bad otherwise ordered.

Proceediog up the Sonnd, we came up with the little
dispatch boat * M. (. Downiug,’ just from Hatteras,
bringing up the intelligencetbat the patriotie little band
of 100 meu who were at Fort Ciark, a little above Fort
Hatteras, -alter makivrg a desperate resistavce, firing
their last shot, bad evacuated the Fort, having previous-
ly rendered the guns useless by spiking aud dismounting
them, and that the Vandal Horde of the North, led on
by a traitorous Metbodist Minister,* had landed and ta-
ken possession of the Fort, and now the “ Stars und
Siripes " -were floating over the time-honored soil of the
Oidmrth State; tbat Fort Hatteras was still gallant-
ly fighting, but was in nerd of men and muniticns of
war. The men we could easily supply, but the swmo-
pition we bad pot. Tbe little steamer thea J-nesed
abead after ammunition, and we with beating and anx-
ious hearts iy waited the time when we should
cheer our noble «ompanions by our presence, Just

uel Barron, Lieuts. Sharp and Murdoch, and Surgeon
Greenhow. She came to anchor about 234 or 3 miles
from the Fort. This was indeed cheering, and our ex-
pectations knew no bounds. All this time a severe and
constant cannonade was being kept up, the Fleet firing
continnal broadsides of shell, while we replied at inter-
vals with shot, our shell having boen expended. The
shot and shell dropped thick and fast upon the Fort and
Island, but 8o far no one was burt, except two men
killed ana Lieut. Knight wounded, while retreating Jrom
Fort Clark. In the face of this dreadfal storm of iron,
our captain, with that firmness and tranguility which
ever characterizes the true officer and geutleman, ran
the C. S. steamer *“ Ellis”” near the Fort, wbifh
now of course became the promipent mark for
the Yaokees, as we were not only a guonboat,
but our decks were crowed with men. Protected by
our Heavenly Father, though the balls whistled close
and fast by us, we remained uphort.  Ouve thiog I can
vouch for is, that there is not s man upon ihis little
steamer but who has grown familiar with that yecaliar
whizzing sound, which always accompanies a ball in its
flight through the air. Several rifle cannon bails passed
in close proximity to uss and though perhaps it was the
first time that some of them bad ever heafd a cannon
fired, yet the crew and officers gtood it with the most
pertect nonchalsnee, exbibiting througbout the whole
action perfect covfidence in their officers, avd a reliance
upon the Almighty band Alter safely landiog the
tronps, we aguin retorned to the * Winslow,” and taking
a plentilul supply of ammunition, we weat alongside the
Schrs. and took sl the troops on board, sud salely land-
ed everything at the Fort. Our <sca;e was truly mi-
raculous. Ncbly bus the ¢ Ellis’ performed her duty in
this terrible epcounter, and it i3 due to her that her
services shounld be acknowledged. ‘Too much praise
cannot be given to her commander and crew.

The enemy, after an ineessant fire ol about 6 hours,
baviog sounded all about, and planted buoys ready for
the dreadful work of tomorrow, retired for the night,
end no doubt employed themselves for the coming strug-
gle. Nearly all night we were employed in making the
Fort impregnable, us we then thought. Much of the
disaster which occurred on Thursday may be attribu-
ted to the fact that we did not pussess ourselves of Ft.
Clark by the bayonet that night ; but wiser and older
beads than mine thought ctherwise. Certain it is, in
my opinion, it was one of the causes, second ouly to the
shameful neglect of the authorities ia not properly fors
tifyirg the coast, that caused our defeat.  From these
two causes we have the lollowing result @ the possession
of Hatteras, the key of the Sound—the almost entive

| contrel of the Sound—the road open 10 invdsion at any

moment— Capt. Barron, Licut, Sharp and about 700 or
800 gallant men prisoners, taken by the Abolition
Kangaroos, besides prolonging, in my opivion, the war
for 15 a year.

I maust not here forget to mendion a trivial ciccum-
stance, it may scem, but one which exhibits the brave
man and patriot. On going to the Fort about two
o'clock at night, Lieut. Murdoch micht be seen stand-

ing, in the clear moonlight, npou the well-de fended ram-
parts of Hatteras.” He was calmly superintendiog the
work abouat the gups, baving ope fixed so #8 better to
bear on the enemy wi h which be himsell intended to
fght. No one who saw him could doubt but that he
would do good service. T'he next morning, August
20th, a day ever memorable to those who witnessed or
participated in this sublime but tcrrible coutest, rose
calm and beaut ful. ‘l'bis was just what the Yankees
wished. All the morning 1 was busily engaged in go-
ing to and fro, on duty 10 capt. Barron, who was very
anxious for me tc go ashere and help about the gaus, as
they had not many in the Fort who knew mucn about
gunnery ; but as we had not the officers to spare, capt.
Muse would not congent for me togo. 1 will here men-
tion a fact to show how close the Yankees were to the
Fort. While ashore standing on the ramparts, in com=
pany with captain Barrou, Lieut, Sharp end Lieat.
Barron, ail ef us being in uniform, were of course a good
mark, and the Yankees thouziit g0 too, tor whiz went a
ball in close proximity to the captain’s head, while sev-
eral struck in the parapet immediately under us. It will
here be proper to state that Midshipman J. M, Stalford
had been sent ashore, where, diuring the fight, he fully
performed his duty and rendered valuable serviee, con-
ducting himself with manly coolness, surpassing his years.

At 815 A. M., the frigate * Wabash’ steamed up,
aud as ste passed Fort Clark the « Stars and Stiipes ™
were waved three times to her from the parapet of the
Fort, which she acknowledged by dipping ber eolors.
She then rounded to, dropped anchors, and opened fire
upon the Fort. She was immediately joined by the * Sus-
quebanpa,’ *Cumberland’ and ‘Minnesota’ in an incessant
fice of ehell, which drophed thick and fast around and in
the Fort. The Fort replied at intervals, and the ‘Susque-
banna ' was evideotly damaged, as she withdrew from
the range of the IFort, and only fired two more shots du-
ring the engagement, her pluce being supplied by the
* Roanoke.) Fort Clark now alzo opened on Ft. Hat-
teras, torether with several other land batteries, which
they had erected on shore, one of these, consisting ol rifle
cannon, seemed Lo pay particular attention to us, aud as
they grocually got our range, they came pear hitui e us
several times, so that we changed oar position, and the
guus were targed on the Fort, Alleyes were now turned
to that gallant little Fort fizhting against such desperate
odds. Ouoe continual stream of shell fell upon it, but stiil
it does vot firg! What cau be the matter ! Look, there
goesthe Fort | again ! again ! but ales ! all fall far short.
I'Le reason is now evident, they cannot reach the vessels,
while every shot almost from them tells upon the Fort.
Amid a periect hailstorm of iron a boat leaves the Fort |
What can it want! My God! they are bringiog the
wounded to the Steamer! What a terrible scepe l—
Never ehall 1 forget it. They approach. Surely that
blackened face, that body almost covered with blood
cannot be the noble and chivalrous Lieut. Murdoch |—
Alas! it is. He bad fallen, munfully battling aguinst
them by the side of bis gun, with words of encouruge-
meul upon his lips. Alfter firing three or four wery
eflective shots, which crippled the * Susquechaooa,’ and
finding they were out of ruoge of our guns, he remarked
to bis men,—* Well, boys, we will wait till they come
up, when we will give it'to them again.” But he had
bardly uttered these words ere an eleven inch shell ex-
ploding close by, seat two or three fragments ol sbell
through his lelt arm, completely shattering it to pieces,
causing great, exbausti n, and loss of blood. He was
supplied with lint by Mr. Tredwell, oue of our officers,
who bad very thoughtiully prowided some for bis own
use, should he be wounded, and who, during the whole
action, behaved, as did all the officers, with the utmost
cooluess and firmpess. He was taken on bourd the

1he bombardment of Fort Hatteras by the flower of
the Federul Navy, was a scenc which wiil ever be pres-
ent to the minds of ‘hose, who witvessed it.  On that
day mavy a fireside was mude desolate ; many a mother
aud wile made to weep over the sad late of those who
were nearest and dearest to them, aud whose bloody ~ud
maogled corpses perhaps now lay stark and stiff upon
the blood-stained beach of Hatteras!  But such scens
as these are the necessary attendunls of war! Bat
what is that appearing oo the Fort ¥ Awhite flag —
Surely those wbo were that morning s) buoyaunt and
full of joy and hope at tie prospects of bealing the
Yaukees, cannot uow be sueiug for peace! Yet it is
go! Sucha cootinual stream of sbell was more than
the gallact little Fort could stand ; the Bomb Proef had
given away, and every sheli now piayed sad havoe among
them ; so laying aside their pride they yielded to pecessi-
1y, aud to prevent any more sacrifice of lile, had resiga-
ed themselves to months’ imprisonment, perhaps in
the loatbaome dews of the Toombs! It was truly a hu-
miliating sight, and one long to be remembered by both
parties. KEvery man within that little Fort that day
rendered himself & bero. It was, without doubt, one of
the greatest fights of the age. T'o us it was indeed sad
to see men like Burron and Sharp of the Navy, and like
Martin, Joboson, Gilliam, Sparrow and Sharp, of the
Army, obliged to lay down their arms toa set of North-
ern birelings. I sincerely bope tbat every village and
hamlet throaghout the Soutb, will be fully aroused to a
stern sense of their daty, and immediately put forth
their whole efforts o retrieve the s.d revers:s which we
on that day sulered.

The fight lasted for a day and a ball, out of = iLich
time there were 14 hours of incessant firing, «uring
which timethey threw some 4 or 5,000 shot and shell,
After finding-the Fort had surrendered, and-bat we
could be ot no possible use, we lelt for Ocracoke, to take
on board the sad and weeping wives of the officers, now
prisoners, and shall proceed to Washington, N. C.
